Senate 
Activity Confined,i 
at First to Smith In­ 
vestigation of * 
Sinking 


WASHINGTON, May 
l l . — The 
accuracy with which congress 
re­ 
flects the general mind has seldom 
if ever l>een more clearly demon­ 
strated than in the series of legis­ 
lative measures proposed after 
the 
Titanic disaster 
to 
prevent 
recur­ 
rence of such catastrophes. 
Senator William 
Alden Smith’s 
resolution providing for a complete 
investigation of the sinking of the Ti­ 
tanic was the first legislation offer­ 
ed. 
Its results have already been 
apparent in the mass of evidence 
gathered from the witnesses who ap­ 
peared before the senatorial investi­ 
gating committee. These results are 
expected to take more tangible form 
in the remedial 
legislation which 
will be offered by Senator Smith or 
other members of the committee. 
What will be the scope of this leg­ 
islation even the members of the 
committee are not yet prepared 
to 
say. 
Congress Not fille 
The members of the house propos­ 
ed no investigation of the disaster, 
leaving that work exclusively to the 
senate, but the congressmen on 
tho 
south side of the Gapltol were not 
idle. 
Within two days a dozen mea­ 
sures were introduced for the pur­ 
pose of preventing or minimizing the 
dangers at sea. 
Two of the mea­ 
sures— one by Rep. Ansberrv, Ohio, 
and the other by Rep. l>evy, New 
York— provided that no vessels of. 
respectively, over 5,000 and 2,500 
gross tonnage should clear from 
a 
port of the Enited States unless its 
tickets for passage showed its life­ 
boat capacity and other facilities for 
saving life in case of accident. 
A 
similar bill was introduced by Sen­ 
ator McCumber. of 
North Dakota. 
Rep. Korbly, of Indiana, introduced 
a resolution calling upon the Secre­ 
tary of the Navy for information as 
to the safeguards provided on ves­ 
sels of the navy. 
An elaborate bill by Rep. Sabath, 
of Illinois, provided for the equip­ 
ment of vessels with lifeboats, rafts 
and preservers and with searchlights 
and requiring that the crews of ves­ 
sels be trained bv drills at proper 
intervals. Representative Ashurst, of 
Ohio, also introduced a bill requir­ 
ing vessels to carry proper search­ 
lights. 
W ireless Control 
The alleged delays in comunica- 
tlon by wireless from the Titanic and 
the Carpathia resulted in proposed 
legislation for the control of wire­ 
less telegraphy, Rep. Berger of Wis­ 
consin. proposing government owner­ 
ship of wireless telegraphs. 
Other 
measures introduced would require 
vessels of more than a certain ton­ 
nage clearing from Enited 
States 
ports to be equipped with wireless 
apparatus, and a hill by Rep. Carey, 
of Wisconsin, provides that all Enit­ 
ed States lifesaving stations be sim­ 
ilarly equipped. 
The senate has already passed the 
Hitchcock bill, requiring that all ves­ 
sels which carry more than tho crew 
or passengers, shall be equipped with 
wireless which carried at least IOO 
miles, and shall have wireless oper­ 
ators, one of whom shall constantly 
be on duty.
